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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant amends independent claims 1 and 21, cancels claims 22-30 and adds new claims 31-53. By 
amending the claims, Applicant changes the scope of the invention. For instance, independent claim 1 now recites "masking the first 
shift register values with a first set of values to generate a third sequence" and also recites wherein the masking step is adapted to shift 
the first m-sequence cyclically by L chips to generate an Lth secondary scrambling code "associated with the primary scrambling code". 
The masking step to generate another sequence as discussed in the rejection of claim 1 in the previous Office Action is still obvious over 
the prior art of record and the masking step to shift the m-sequence is disclossed in Burns. Claims 1 and 21 as amended do not 
overcome the prior art of record. Claims 31-47 are directly or indirectly dependent upon claims 1 and 2. Independent claim 21 recites 
similar limitation except that the method in claim 1 is embodied in apparatus. New independent claims 48 and 51 disclose methods for 
managing first base station and second base station wherein the scrambling codes are assigned to the base stations which raise new 
issues that were not previously claimed that would require further consideration and/or search. Claims 49, 52, and 53 directly or 
indirectly depend on claims 48 and 51 . 
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
